The International Organizing Committee of the Congress of Libraries q 
and Documentation Centres held its first meeting in Paris in October 1953. one « 
It laid down the general theme of the Congress and the manner in which § pit . 
the general Congress was to be associated with the separate Congresses of § coi: 
the three Federations; Brussels was chosen as seat of the joint meeting. tiona 

The programme is founded upon the following main theme: «The 
tasks and responsibilities of libraries and documentation centres in mo- r 
dern life»; for it is essential in the present state of world affairs to re Proce 


call to mind the prominent part played by libraries and documentation 
centres in the cultural, economic, and social rise of the nations. Subjects § 4 g 
interesting all or several federations will be brought up at plenary meet 
ings or at joint sittings; other more special questions - but bearing never- 
theless on the main theme - will be discused at the separate congresses 
of the organizing international federations,while their co-ordination will 
be achieved during the plenary sittings at the end of the Congress-week. 


The Organizing Committee trusts that this confrontation will result 
in well-grounded decisions for all the professions concerned, and hopes 
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that these decisions will be universally approved. Librarians «lato sensu» 
and documentary experts will thus for the first time be able to confront 
their theories, their methods and ideals in order to recommend a common 
code of sound procedure to their colleagues all the world over. 


The discussions that will take place during the 1955 Congress and 
conferences in Brussels are bound to be of the utmost interest to all those 
whose occupations are somehow related to library science or documentation. 
Next year’s session will be a unique occasion for entering into fruitful rela- 
tions with specialists come from all over the world in order to confront 
their colleagues’ experience with their own. 


2. Delegations. 

The Congress is open to all those interested in the questions to be 
discussed. One series of meetings is open to all those who attend, whether 
they belong to one of the associations affiliated to the organizing Federa- 
tions or not; while other more specialized meetings are reserved for mem- 
bers of the international organizations of librarians and documentary ex- 
perts. Participation in these special meetings is subject to the regulations 
in force in the respective organizations, 


The Organizing Committee hopes that when the national delegations 
are appointed, the local committees will ensure the representation of the 
widest possible range of interests, and will arrange for juniors in the 
field of librarianship and documentation to take part both in the prepara- 
tory work of the Congress in their own countries and in the meetings at 
Brussels. 


3. Preparatory work. 

Rapporteurs have been appointed to submit introductory reports on 
each of the questions included in the agenda of the Congress. These do- 
cuments will be assembled in a volume which will be widely distributed 
among the organizations concerned. 


The International Committee requests all organizations affiliated to 
one or other of the three Federations to study these documents and sub- 
mit them to their members during debates or sudy-meetings held in the 
coming months, so that the first series of conclusions reached on the na- 
tional level may be available to the Committee by 31 December 1954. It 
is also hoped that further and more detailed reports will be sent in by the 
future members of the Congress. 

Further details regarding the procedings are given in the Rule of 
Procedure of the Congress.

Art. 1 Admission. The Congress is open to all those interested in the ques. 


tions to be discussed. Membership in one of the associations affiliated 
to the organizing federations is not required in order to attend the 
meetings of the General Congress. However, participation in the sepa- 
rate congresses (3rd International Congress of Libraries, 22nd Inter. 
national Conference on Documentation, 4th Congress of Music Libra- 
ries) is subject to the regulations in force in the respective organi- 
zations. 


Art. 2 Registration. To register, use the attached application form. Mem- 


bers who send in their forms after 15th July 1955 will not receive the 
working documents by post, but will be able to obtain them on arrival 
in Brussels. 


Art. 3 A fee of 300 Belgian francs will be payable, covering attendance 


at the Congress, the cost of the three volumes of working documents 
to be published (preliminary reports, papers read, proceedings of the 
Congress), and admission to the various events arranged during the 
period concerned. Membership cards must be produced in order to ob- 
tain admission to the meetings. 

Persons accompanying the participants will pay a fee of 150 Belgian 
francs, covering admission to the various events arranged during thé 
Congress and the right to take part in the special programme arrang- 
ed for guests. 

An extra fee of 100 Belgian francs will be charged to cover the group 
excursions and tours organized during the Congress.

The author 
of a report may on occasion be allotted an additional space of time 
in order to reply to any objections raised. The reading of reports will 
not be allowed under any circumstances, since copies will heve been 
distributed beforehand. 


Art. 9 Interpretation. Any speech can, on request, be interpreted from one 
working language into the other. 


Art. 10 Reports. In order to facilitate the work, speakers at the various 
meetings will be asked to supply the secretary of the meeting, before 
its close, with a summary of their remarks. 


Art. 11 Resolutions. Draft resolutions adopted at meetings will be trans- 
mitted to the Bureau of the Congress, which will be responsible for 
their co-ordination and translation, and will submit them, amended if 
necessary, to the final General Assembly, which will vote on them by 
simple majority of those present. The President of this Assembly will 
decide whether there is sufficient time to discuss these draft resolu- 
tions. . 

Draft resolutions intended for any of the separate Congresses must be 
submitted in accordance with the regulations of the Federation con- 
cerned. 

Art. 12 Methods of implementation. At the conclusion of the Congress, 
the International Organizing Committee will take the necessary steps 
to communicate the resolutions to the Governments and organiza 
tions concerned.
